been hitherto done in this affair, andto concert what further 
tteps fhould be taken for obtaining the ends propofed. 
By ftatute r4th Charles II. cap. $1. feét. 7th, the only 
law that authorifes the taking of Cuftomhoufe difpatches, 
and which is the palladium of Englith River ‘Trade, no 
difpatches or fees can be taken on any goods whatfoever, but 
Such as are foipt to be carried forth to the open fea. "This law is 
extended ‘to Scotland by the Union of the kingdoms, and 
has been con(tantly adhered toin England, and even on the 
Clyde. It is further enaéted, by ftatute 6th Anne, cap. 26. 
feét. 17. “ That all regulations for navigation, and for car 
rying goods coaftways, fhall be the fame in Scotland as in 
England; and that our merchants and others fhall enjoy 
every benefit, allowanee, advantage, or remedy in all mat- 
ters of trade, as fully and amply, to all intents and purpofes, 
asif the fame were or arofe in England.” 
It has been eftablifhed by a fpecial verdiét in our Court of 
‘Exchequer laft term, that no fees or difpatches, efpecially 
by bond and cocket, are exaéted on s, not even Salt or 
Coals on the Englith Rivers, or Friths of the Tyne, Merfey, 
and Dee.—In particular, that none are taken on the great 
Frith of the Humber, within the points called the Spurn on 
the north, and Gainthrop in Lincolnhire on the fouth, 
though it.be navigable for fea veflels by different branches 
80 or 100 miles higher up, nor upon the great Frith of 
the Severn, above the iflands called Holmes, fituated’ a- 
bout 20 miles below Briftol, though it be navigable 160 
miles higher up. The fame practice, as to the carriage of 
goods on the Thames, was alfo eftablifhed by a fpecial ver- 
dit in a former term of Exchequer. 
The River Forth is, however, direétly againft law, confi- 
dered all as open fea to Stirling bridge ; and difpatches even 
by bond and cocket, are daily taken upon goods croffing 
or pafling up or down the River at Alloa and above it. 
A relief as to great part of the expence on carrying Coals, 
and fome other'goods on the Frith, was obtained in 1784 3 
but ftill what remains on them is direétly againft law ; num- 
berlefs bonds and cockets continue to be taken on various o- 
ther kinds of goods, attended with great expence and delay ; 
and even fince the above-mentioned relief was obtained, the 
feeson fhipping Coals have already been doubled, from a mif- 
interpretation of a ftatute, pafled in 1785, and ftill confi- 
dering every part of this River as open fea. 
In England, goods of every kind can pafs from the Spurn 
point, quite acrofs the ifland by inland navigations, down 
the Frith of the Merfey on to Liverpoal, and fome_ ae | 
further, without ever going near a Cuftomhoufe ; while here 
on this River, the fmalleft quantity, even of lime for ma- 
nure, a boll or two of feed corn, and the like, cannot pafs a 
peer end, unlefs in Ferry boats, and fome goods not by 
them, without a Cuftomhoutfé clearance ; and fcarcely a fin- 
gle lighter can pafs from the neareft parts of the Forth, to or 
from the Glafgow Canal Navigation, without 2 bond and 
cocket, attended with much charge and delay. 
The expence and great wafte of time to mariners and 
traders, und the hurt done by this illegal, (and as to re- 
venue ufelefs) praétice to the trade, manufaétures, and agri- 
culture on the banks of this Noble River, and to the Canal 
Navigation in particular, efpecially during the laft twelve or 
fifteen years, is exceedingly great, and indeed beyond con- 
ception, to perfons not well acquainted with trade. ‘This 
continued fifpenfion of law, contrary to the treaty of Union, 
ia regard to this the firft River in Scotland, after repeated 
applications for relief, may perhaps now be confidered asa 
badge of our flavery, and the bearing it longer,» as an indi- 
cation of a great decay of the ancient Scotch fpirit.
